Hailed as a godsend to the'needy, 
organized "can-the-surplus?' cam- 
paigns are In full swing through- 
out the length and breadth of 
Ohio, urging housewlveH to can all 
of this year's extra supply of fruit 
and vegetable crops and give the 
surplus tb charity. 


Two beneficial results of these 


'good Samaritan movements' are 
apparent 
on 
the 
surface. 
A 


myriad of other reasons could be 
listed: 


First and foremost is the assist- 


ance to the poor whose winter food 
supply problem will be solved, at 
least partially, through the cam- 
paigns to preserve the 
bumper 


) crop of fruits and vegetables and 


give away the surplus. 
Charity 


organizations make no attempt to 
hide their belief that these cam- 
paigns will lighten their anticipat- 
ed heavy relief demands during the 
biting cold winter months. 


Crops which otherwise would be 


left to rot on the trees or in the 
gardens because 
of rock-bottom 


prices are being saved and sold for 
at least a portion of the cost of 
production, preventing a total loss. 
The campaigns are not aimed to 
boost these low prices—rather to 
take 
advantage 
of them 
as a. 


means of increasing the net re- 
sults of these campaigns. 


Several Ohio communities, no- 
tably Cleveland, have set up hu- 
man machinery in the form of 
'can-the-surplus' committees to di- 
rect the work. In other cities the 
campaign is merely an appeal by 
the city government, charity or- 
ganizations or the 
newspapers, 
made to the housewives in each 
instance through the medium of 
the press. 


Led by Mrs. William G. Mather, 


one of Cleveland's leading society 
matrons and a noted" philanthro- 
pist, Cleveland's committee has re- 
ceived a tumultus response from 
housewives and donations 
have 


been flooding in from all sections 
of the city. 


Another and more novel phase 


of the Cleveland committees' work 
is that of having unemployed pick 
the fruits and- gather the vegeta- 
bles, bring them to the charity or- 
ganizations where miniature can- 
ning factories have1 been set up 
for temporary use during the sea- 
son. 


Students in 30 elementary and 


junior and senior high school of 
greater Cleveland have united in 
a three-week canning" program to 
aid the unemployed. The supplies 
are being furnished and the workj 
is being done in the classrooms as:
